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N VIEW of the immense number of movements for 
the abolition of things of all sorts, from Govern 
ment Houses to banks, and from alcoholic liquors to 
long sermons, it is, we confess, a matter of some sur- 
prise to us that so little has been heard of any move- 
ment for the abolition of Christmas.

B.C. AND STRIKES 


t. rest of English-speaking Canada, and Ontario 
in particular, will certainly follow with the 
liveliest interest the effort now being made by the 
Province of British Columbia to deal with the econ- 
omic evil of labor disputes. Quebec, having its own 
special theories on the subject, will probably pay less 
attention. The Pacific Coast legislators propose to 
deprive organized labor of what it fondly believes to 
be one of its most effective, though obviously one of 
its most anti-social, weapons, namely the sudden and 
immediate strike. They will hardly succeed in con- 
vincing organized labor that this is a fair proposal 
unless they can offer some important compensations ; 
and the prohibition directed against the employer, 
that he shall not order a sudden lock-out, is not 
likely to be regarded as any compensation at all, since 
the lock-out is not a weapon of any importance what- 
ever. What, if any, other compensations are to be 
offered to labor in British Columbia does not yet 
appear, but the Government has to do something to 
meet the bid which is being put up by the C.C.F. in 
the Winch Labor Bill, and to do that effectively it 
will have to go a good way. 

The government measure does not remove the 
right to strike, but it permits it only after the holding 
of an inquiry into the dispute by a government 
board, whose findings are not binding on the dis- 
putants but are supposed to serve as a guide to public 
opinion on the merits of the case. We believe very 
strongly in the holding of such public inquiries and 
in the bringing out of all the facts which public 
opinion needs for its guidance; but we are not sure 
that the very fundamental right to quit employment 
(unless it is done in violation of a contract) should 
be made dependent on such an inquiry as a prelim- 
inary. We are, however, open to conviction on the 
subject, and we shall follow with the greatest interest 
the arguments advanced by Mr. Pattullo and = his 
adherents. We have long maintained that the prac- 
tice of picketing, which involves a very special use 
of the public thoroughfares and is itself usually in- 
tended as an appeal for public sympathy, might well 
be made conditional on the submission of the strikers’ 
case to a government board not necessarily for de- 
cision, but certainly for the public enlightenment. 
Some increase in the responsibility of labor organiza- 
tions to the public and to those with whom they have 
ayreements and contracts Is necessary if business is 
to vo on with satisfaction to both emplovers and 
employees. 
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ORCHESTRAL VALUES 


\ T7HILE we have to go to press some time before 

the luncheon of the Women’s Committee of the 
Toronto Symphony Orchestra Association, which was 
scheduled for Friday, December 3, and was to be 
addressed by Dr. Hans Kindler, conductor of the Na- 
tional Symphony Orchestra of Washington, we think 
we can safely assume that one of its results will be a 
marked increase in public realization of the impor- 
tance of the symphonic organization to the cultural 
life of a city and its surrounding area. 

Symphonic music is not a form of aesthetic ac- 
tivity which can flourish under the unaided and un- 
checked forces of the Competitive system and the 
profit motive. Like the parks and art galleries it 
must have subvention from the public purse or from 
private purses. Canadians have been too disposed to 
think that they were doing their full duty by pur- 
chasing seats and attending concerts, not realizing 
that it is impossible for any good orchestra to be 
maintained by that method, and that the mainten- 
ance of an orchestra does much more 
minister to the pleasure of the listeners

I ECENT events in the financial world have 


left us guessing as to whether prosperity 











has actually rounded its classic corner; but a 
hopeful sign is to be found in a crop of majoi 
accessions recently made by the National Gal 
lery of Canada at Ottawa— the first in a number 
of years. Most interesting from the collector's 
viewpoint is “Vulcan and Aeolus as Teachers of 
Mankind,” by the Florentine artist Piero di 
Cosimo (1462-1521), a contemporary of Botti 
celli’s. A companion work, the finding of Vulcan 
on Lemnos, after he had been thrown out of 
heaven because of his twisted leg, is in the 
Wadsworth Athenaeum at Hartford, Conn.; 
and it is believed that a series of four, giviny 
the whole story of Vulean, was. originally 
executed. The Ottawa picture comes from the 
collection of Lord Lothian. The sombre naivete 
of the scene is explained by the critic Panofsks 
as being due to Piero’s make-up. “Piero,” says 
he, bringing the lens of modern psycho-analysis 
to bear on his subject. “was a primitive who 
happened to live in a... sophisticated civiliza 
tion” (like the Douanier Rousseau, perhaps? 

Such a picture, he concludes, is a “subconscious 
recollection.” 

No such introvert was Juseppe Ribera (1588 
1656) who painted the “Martyrdom of St 
Andrew” in typical flamboyant Baroque style 
“Boss” of a gang of painting racketeers in 
Naples, he forced his rivals to take out “pro- 
tection,” in order that they might not find their 
paints mixed with dirt, their frescoes ruined 
with acid, or their pictures overpainted. Styling 
himself “Lo Spagnoletto.” by virtue of his 
Spanish origin, he swashbuckled his) ways 
through artistic Naples, and finally, after to 

ing a seduction, “disappeared” in a ship and 
was heard of no more.

“Mr. Patterson points out, for in 
stance, that our western wheat crop 

for a growth of twenty bushels to 
the acre—requires Nature to evapo- 
rate annually something like 30,000 
to 40,000 million tons of water, 
mostly from the ocean, then to raise 
it to the level of the clouds, to trans- 
port it for thousands of miles to our 
prairies and to deposit it as rain; 
all forming, as Mr. Patterson states, 
the world’s greatest transportation 
system, in comparison with which 
all other transportation systems 
dwindle into insignificance 

“The only possible way in which 
rain ean oecur is that air masses 
laden with moisture in the form of 
water vapor will be elevated into 
the upper air, hence will expand, so 
cool, and then give up water vapor 
in the form of rain. 

“But what causes moisture-laden 
air masses to rise? 

“There are two ways in which this 
ean occur: (1) the air currents may 
strike against mountains and so be 
forced upwards. If there are no 
mountains, however, this is what 
usually oceurs —-(2) masses of cold 
polar air may come down from the 
North, meet with the moisture-laden 
air masses from the South, and force 
the latter upwards, when the se 
quence of events takes place as de 
seribed, and so rain occurs 

“Kor rain to happen over the 
Western Canadian Prairies, there 
fore, it means, as a rule, that Masses 
of air, laden with water vapor, must 
first appear over the prairies, and 
that then they must be met by cold 
air from the North. 

“Where do the moisture-laden air 
masses come from? 

“In a small way from the Pacific 
Ocean over the Rockies—although 
probably very little rain is deposited 
in this way on our Prairies —but for 
the most part those air masses come 
from the South Atlantie Ocean, from 
the Caribbean Sea and the Gulf ot 
Mexico. 

“Apparently it is not yet known 
just what percentage of the moisture 
that falls upon the Prairies comes di 
rectly as water vapor from the South 
Atlantie Ocean, or what percentage 
arrives over our Prairies after sev 
eral stages alternately of rainfall and 
evaporations It is known, for in 
stance, that much moisture from the 
Atlantic, that finally falls on. the 
Prairies, is first dropped on the 
American Continent far to the Soutl 
of Canada, and is then afterwards 
picked up again by the air in the 
form of evaporation from wet soil 
lakes, sloughs, and streams, and pat 
ticularly in the form of transpiration 
from growing crops, trees, shrubs
